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The  news  of  the  sudden  death  of  Her 
Majesty  D.   Thereza  Christina,  the  recently 
exiled  Empress  of  Brazil,  which  took  place 
in  Oporto,  Portugal,  at  2  p.  m.  on  the  28th 
instant,  has  fallen  upon  us  like  the  hand  of 
fate,  coming  as  it  does  so  soon  after  the  ex- 
pulsion  of   the   imperial   family  from   t'he 
country  barely  six  weeks  ago.    Under  other 
circumstances  no  death  would  have  moved 
the  Brazilian  heart  more  deeply,  nor  excited 
more  widespread  and  sympathetic  expres- 
sions of  grief,  lor  she  was  deeply  respected 
and   tenderly   loved   in    this  her    adopted 
home.     During   the   lorty-six  years    which 
she  had  spent  in  Brazil,  her  womanly  gentle- 
ness,  her  unfailing  sympathy,  her  virtuous 
devotion  to  her  family  and  her  people,  have 
all    been    widely    known    and   appreciated, 
and  had  she  died   in  her  own    home  and 
among  her  old  friends  the  world  would  have 
rung  with  the  lamentations  of  a  whole  na- 
tion.    The  times,  however,  have  changed, 
the  mania  of  a  sentimental  revolution  has 
swept  over  die  land,  and  the  virtues  of  this 
truly  noble  and   loving  woman   have  been 
swallowed  up  in  the  swelling  tide  of  a  new 
A  lew  brief  telegrams  on  the  evening 
ol    the    28th,  and    one    on    the    following 
day  to  one  local  journal,  barely  reciting  the 
sudden   termination  of  a  good   and   useful 
hie— and  that  is  all  !    No  minute  guns  have 
been  fired,  no  flags  have  been  draped,  a  few 
brief  notices  in  the  public  press  with  hardly 
a  line  ol  black— and  the  story  is  told  !  This 
is  neither   the    lime   nor   place   to   discuss 
unworthy  acls  and  motives,  but  it  will   be 
permitted  11s  to  express  our  profound  regrets 
that  the  virtues  of  this  noble  woman,  this 
faithful  wife,  mother  and  Empress,  have  not 
been  honored  as  they  deserve.     Whatever 
the   faults   of   the  system  just  ended,   they 
were  not   due  to  her.     Within  her  sphere, 
she  has  done  her  whole  duty.     She  sympa- 
thized with  the  sorrows  and  misfortunes  of 
her   people,  she  relieved   their    wants,  she 
encouraged  every  worthy  aspiration,  and  she 
made  her  life  a  beautiful  example  ol  gentle, 
unassuming  dignity  and   domestic  virtue.' 
More  than  this  she  could  not  have  done! 
It  is  filing,  therefore,  —nay  more,  it  is  an 
obligation-  that  we  should   render  all  due 
homage  to   the    memory   of  one    so   truly 
deserviig  of  all  honor  and  affectionate  re- 
memb|ance.     Il  is   painful    to  record  that 
the  daughter  ol  Francis  I,  of  the  Two  Si- 
cilies* and  Empress  of  Brazil,  should  have 
died  fa  exile  and  in  a  hotel,  and  that  her 
death  should    have    aroused   so    slight    an 


all  points.    Grants  letters  o 
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On'  the  26th  instant  the  minister  advised 
the  banks  which  have  obtained  the  privilege 
of  issuing  notes  under  the  new  banks-of- 
issue  law,  that  they  must  conform   to  the 
conditions  of  the   law   and  begin    issuing 
notes  to   bearer   within   a  period  of  three 
months,   under  a    penally   of  having  their 
concessions  declared   lapsed.      This   order 
must  be  considered  a  coup  dc  grdce  to  a 
law  which,  well-devised   at  the  outset,  be- 
came so  absurdly   complicated   and   con- 
structed at  the  end  as  to  make  its  success 
almost  an  impossibility.     The  diversion  of 
a    simple   and    reasonable    system,    based 
on   the  domestic  credit  of  the  nation  and 
largely  exempt  from  the  fluctuations  of  the 
money,  market,  to   the   uncertain  basis  of 
issuing    three    in    paper    against    one    in 
gold   on   deposit  and   subject    to    foreign 
credit  and  the  daily  fluctuations  of  the  ex- 
change market,  was  a  serious  mistake  and 
could   never   have   produced  good    results 
until  the  balance  of  payments  and  establish- 
ed  credit   of  the  slate  all  tended  to  either 
suspend  exchange  fluctuations  or  diminish 
them  to  a  minimum.    Under  the  stimulus 
of  an  exceptionally  high  rate  of  exchange, 
which   produced   the  absurd    situation   of 
having  a   non-convertible   paper   currency 
worth   more   than   gold,  and   the  dazzling 
inducement  of  being  able  to  issue  three  in 
paper  against  one   in   gold  on  deposit,  a 
large  number  of  banking  institutions  rushed 
in  and  clamored  lor  the  privilege.     A  con- 
troversy then   arose   in  the  press  over  the 
question  of  limiting  the  issue  to  one  bank, 
and    the   present  minister  of  finance,  then 
editor  of  the  Diario  de  Notieias,  took  the 
only  logical,  as   well  as  legal,  ground  that 
a  plurality  of  note-issuing  banks  would  be 
best    for   the   country!     As  minister  be  has 
continued   to  maintain  that  position,  and 
now,  when  the  banks  which  were  not  long 
since  so  eager   to  secure  the  privilege,  are 
holding  back  because  of  the  decline  in  ex- 
change, he  very  properly  holds  them  to  the 
terms  of  the  contract  and  calls  upon  them 
10   fulfill   their   obligations.      In    this   the 
minister  is  evidently   following  the  maxim 
of  Gen.  Grant  that  the  best  way  lo  secure 
Hie  repeal  of  a  bad   law  is  to  rigorously 
enforce  it.     II  this  enforcement  of  the  con- 
tracts for  issuing  notes  against  coin,  only  to 
have   them   presented  for  redemption  every 
time  exchange  fills  a  little  below  par   will 
liave    the  result  of  securing  its  repeal   or 
modification,  then  the  order   must  'be  con- 
sidered as  wise  in  the  highest  degree.     It 
must   now  be  apparent  to  the  advocates  of 
this  absurd  system  of  gold  reserve  banks 
'I'M  our  plan  ofbontl  deposits  against  issues 
was  after  all  the  best  one  for  the  situation. 
Had    the    Banco    National    issued  .  notes 
against  a  deposit  of  bonds,  its  cashiers  would 
not  now  be  called  upon  to  pass  oat  gold 
all  day,  at  a  less,  i„  the  redemption  of  il, 
notes.     One  great  evil  of  the  system  is  its 
'.inmate  relation  with  the  questions  of  in- 
ternational exchange,  questions  continually 
affected  by  loans,  sales  of  valuable  property 
to  foreigners,  political  changes,  diminished 
Clops   and    mercantile    transactions       The 
value   of  a  national  currency  ought  to  be 
comparatively  free  from    s„ch  m 

And  were  the  banks  issuing  under  such  a 
astern,  they  would  now  be  spared  the 
™lent  and  often  mistaken,  censures  of  a 
Ptoss  which  one  day  cries  out  for  one  thing, 
only  to  change  for  the  very  opposite  on  the 
next.     Now  that  the  pet  project  of  Affonso 

Ulso  seems  to  be  collapsing  before  a  prac- 
"<*>  'rial  of  three  months  ls  c  ^d 
«  trust  that  the  minister  will  encourage 
"-adoption    of  the   American    system  of 
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issuing  notes  against  the  deposit  of  govern- 
ment bonds.  This'will  afford  opportunity 
for  a  domestic  loan  and  will  provide  ample 
currency  fof-  all  the  needs  of  industry  and 
commerce.  We  can  not  fully  recommend 
the  law  as  it  was  left  by  the  late  gove'rn- 
menl,  but  with  a  radical  chmigc  in  (he 
minimum  capital  of  the  banks,  and  better 
naivisions  for  securing  elasticity  in  the  cur- 
rency, it  vvill  do  very  well  for  a  beginning, 
It  must  be  evident  that  the  gold  deposit 
banks  are  not  a  success;  now  let  us  see 
what  the  other  plan  can  do  1 


THERE  is  an  old  maxim  which  has  come 
to  have  a  very  general  application  in  pol- 
itics—  "a  new  broom  sweeps  clean."  So 
radical  a  change  as  that  of  the  15th  ult, 
ought  to  have  brought  about  the  fullest 
application  possible  of  this  idea,  but  we 
regret  to  note  that  this  has  not  been  the 
case.  The  same  old  abuses  and  annoyances 
which  have  grown  up  under  a  half  century 
of  paternal  government,  still  exist  in  the 
public  departments  and  still  obstruct  the 
dispatch  of  business.  Within  the  last  six 
weeks  we  have  heard  of  irregularities  and 
abuses  in  these  departments  — principally 
in  that  of  agriculture — which  would  have 
discredited  even  the  most  corrupt  of  mo- 
narchical ministries.  We  do  not  know 
what  Comte  has  to  say  about  it,  but  we 
would  advise  the  minister  of  agriculture 
that  no  republic' can  live  where  corruption 
dominates  the  public  departments  so  openly 
and  triumphantly  as  is  the  case  in  the  one 
under  his  immediate  control.  The  disap- 
pearance of  contracts  and  petitions,  ab- 
stracted by  employes  bribed  by  outside 
speculators  and  intriguers,  the  imposition  of 
illegal  and  injust  conditions  merely  to 
embarrass  enterprises  or  extort  blackmail, 
the  delays  in  dispatching  business  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  the  creation  of  in- 
numerable obstructions  for  the  purpose  of 
strengthening  the  position  of  these  corrupt 
officials,  are  all  matters  of  common  ex- 
perience and  knowledge.  Under  the  old 
regime  it  was  difficult  for  a  minister  to  break 
up  these  corrupt  practices  because  of  the 
protection  enjoyed  by  these  men,  but'1  now 
that  all  these  political  relationships  are 
broken  it  ought  to  be  easy  to  make  a 
sweeping  reform.  The  needs  of  the  couuLry, 
and  the  reputation  of  the  government  itself, 
imperatively  demand  that  every  one  of  these 
■untrustworthy  and  venal  officials  shall  be 
turned  incontinently  into  the  street.  The 
.minister  is  young  and,  we  doubt  not, 
sincerely  wishes  to  establish  an  honest, 
responsible  administration,  but  since  his 
assumption  of  office  things  have  been  going 
on  in  exactly  the  old  style  and  with  abuses 
fully  as  scandalous  as  any  which  preceded 
him.  If  he  wishes  to  correct  this,  he  must 
curtail  the  power  of  bis  subordinates,  make 
himself  more  accessible  to  the  public,  ami 
simplify  the  methods  of  dispatching  business. 
He  must,  also,  close  the  doors  of  his 
department  to  the  advogado  ddmimstrativo , 
the  man  who  extorts  fees  from  the  public 
for  his  influence  in  the  department  and  fur 
securing  the  dispatch  or  obstruction  of 
papers  irrespective  of  their  real  merit,  ft  is 
a  burning  disgrace  to  a  department  where  a 
man  is  able  to  guarantee  the  dispatch  of  a 
certain  paper  lor  a  fee  of  5,000$  (sheer 
blackmail  !),  and  then,  when  it  is  refused, 
prevail  upon  the  employes  of  that  depart- 
ment to  suppress  the  business  altogether. 
If  such  a  man  can  secure  the  closing  ol  a 
business  for  such  a  sum,  it  means  nothing 
less  than  a  division  of  the  sprils  and  the 
protection  of  the  knave  by  the  officials 
themselves.  If  the  republic  is  to  succeed 
and  thrive,  these  abuses  must  be  sup- 
pressed, and  we  call  upon  the  men  now  in 
charge  of  the  destinies  of  the  new  govern- 
ment to  take  the  first  step  by  turning  the 
scoundrels  out. 


■As  an  illustration  of  one  of  the  practices 
complained  of,  we  may  cite  the  case  of  one 
of  the  most  respectable  and  powerful  com- 
panies in  existence,  the  Equitable  company 
of  New  York.  As  we  go  to  press  we  learn 
that  the  decree  was  signed  on  Saturday  last 
approving  the  amended  statutes  of  this  com- 
pany, which  may  be  accepted  as  the  termin- 
ation of  a  long  and  wholly  unnecessary 
delay  in  closing  the  purely  official  routine 
business  of  authorizing  the  company  to 
open  offices  in  this  country.  It  may  be 
said  that  all  the  necessary  petitions  and 
other  documents  were  duly  filed,  hut  they 
were  apparently  permitted  to  pass  unnotic- 
ed. No  one  for  a  moment  could  question 
the  standing  of  the  company,  and  it  is  there- 
fore matter  for  profound  surprise  that  the 
minister  of  agriculture  could  have  enter- 
tained one  single  doubt  as  to  its  methods  of 
doing  business  or  as  to  its  financial  stand- 
ing. It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  suc- 
cessfully meet  an  intrigue  where  the  em- 
ployes of  a  department  are  not  strictly 
trustworthy,  and  for  this  reason  the  best 
intentioned  minister  may  be  led  into  the 
commission  of  an  injustice  unwittingly.  In 
this  case  we  believe  there  is  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  undue  influence  to  delay  and 
divert  the  notion  now  taken,  to  warrant  a 
thorough  investigation,  and  we  trust  that 
the  minister  will  order  this  done  when  all 
the  facts  are  placed  before  him.  Not  only 
is  this  due  to  die  company  which  has  suf- 
fered so  many  delays  and  annoyances,  but 
it  is  a  duty  which  the  minister  owes  to 
himself  and  to  the  department  over  which 
he  presides,  If  there  has  been  any  undue 
influence  employed,  if  any  false  and  un- 
founded statements  have  been  made  against 
this  company,  then  let  us  know  who  is 
responsible  so  that  proper  steps  may  be 
taken  to  obtain  justice.  Neither  the  man- 
ager, who  is  compelled  to  bear  the  brunt 
ol  meeting  and  disproving  such  charges, 
nor  the  company,  ought  to  be  held  respon- 
sible for  sliilements  made  secretly  and 
maliciously,  but  the  facts  are  that  they  have 
been  so  held  and  have  been  made  to  suffer 
prejudices  which  are  wholly  undeserved* 
A  company  which  is  subjected  to  rigorous 
official  inspection  at  home  and  is  treated 
with  all  confidence  in  every  civilized  country 
of  the  world,  is  certainly  entitled  to  confi- 
dence and  just  treatment  in  Brazil,  and  we 
trust  that  the  minister  of  agriculture  will 
see  that  this  is  fully,  even  if  tardily,  ren- 
dered. 


MARTIAL  LAW. 

Marshal  Marine!  Deodoro  da  Fonsecn,  chief  of 
llic  provisional  government,  constituted  hy  1 1  it? 
army  and  navy,  in  (he  name  ol  llic  people, 
considering: 

Tlinl  (lie  entire  nation,  through  all  its  organs  of 
expression  in  all  the  social  levels,  has  frankly 
adhered  to  the  work  of  the  revolution  of  Nov- 
ember  15th  ; 

That  this  general  embodiment  of  all  opinions  in 
ihe  republican  system,  creates  for  the  provisional 
government  new  duties,  constituting  it  the  deposi- 
tary of  lliis  situation,  and  obliging  il  as  such  to 
defend  il  with  llic  utmost  energy  against  all 
threats,  until  it  is  delivered  intact  into  the  hands 
of  the  assembly  called  t"  vole  the  future  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  of  Brazil ; 

That,  there  being  marked  a  very  short  time  up 
to  the  reunion  of  the  constituent  assembly,  there 
having  been  already  decreed  all  those  liberal 
reforms  the  adjournment  of  which  provoked  the 
revolution,  and  in  course  of  rapid  elaboration  the 
others,  the  provisional  government  lias,  on  its  side, 
given  all  possible  proofs  of  fidelity  to  its  comruil- 
ments  towards  the  country,  which  does  not  cease 
to  retribute  it  hy  demonstrations  of  the  most  solid 
confidence  ; 

That,  under  such  circumstances,  the  greatest  of 
all  duties  imposed  upon  the  government  is  ab- 
solute firmness  and  the  most  inexorable  severity  in 
measures  tending  to  preserve  the  peace  and  the 
niaintenence  of  interests  founded  upon  the  safety 
of  property  ; 

That,  all  possibilities  of  the  reconstruction  ol 
the  former  stale  of  affairs  being  eliminated,  and 
there  remaining  for  us  the  alternative  ol  the  repub- 
lic  or   of  anarchy    only,    any   attempt  against  the 


solidity  of  (he   present   situation   will  be  merely  an 
act  of  disorder,  aimed  at  experiments  upon  terror; 

That  it  would  be,  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
menl,  imbecility,  cowardice  and  treason  lo  leave 
the  credit  of  the  republic  at  the  mercy  of  the 
ignoble  sentiments  of  social  dregs  interested  in 
gowlng  discord  and  corruption  in  the  mind  of  the 
{Brazilian  soldier,  ever  generous,  disinterested,  (lis- 
ciplined  and  liberal ; 

That  the  perversity  of  such  speculations  is 
immeasurable,  save  by  the  horror  of  the  incal- 
culable misfortunes,  necessarily  connected  with  the 
triumph  of  disorder  ; 

Decrees : 

Art.  1.  —  Those  persons  who  shall  conspire 
against  the  republic  and  its  government  ; 

Who  shall  advise  or  promote  verbally,  by  writ- 
ing, or  by  acls,  civil  revolt  or  military  Indiscipline; 

Who  shall  attempt  bribery  or  corruption  of 
soldiers  or  officers  against  their  duties  lo  their 
superiors  or  to  the  republican  system  ; 

Who  shall  spread  in  the  ranks  of  the  army  and 
navy  false  and  subversive  ideas  Lending  lo  prejudice 
them  against  Ihe  republic;  ' 

Who  shall  employ  intoxication  to  suborn  the 
minds  of  the  soldiers  ; 

Will  be  tried  by  military  process  by  a  military 
commission,  nominated  by  Ihe  minister  of  war, 
and  punished  by  the  military  penalties  for  sedition. 

Art.  2, —  Dispositions  lo  ihe  contrary  are  re- 
volted.

BANKS  OF  ISSUE. 

The  Diario  Official  of  the  29th  publishes  the 
following  decree : 

Marshal  Manoel  Deodoro  da  Fonsecn,  chief  of 
the  provisional  government,  constituted  by  the 
army  and  navy,  in  name  of  the  nation, 

Considering  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  necessity  to 
the  public  finances  and  for  commercial  transactions 
to  establish  the  maximum  of  the  issue  of  notes  or 
paper  money  in  charge  of  banks  organized  under 
the  conditions  of  Decree  No.  10,262  of  July  6lh 
last,  and  to  prevent  the  lock-up  of  metallic  reserves 
in  such  establishments  in  guarantee  of  projected, 
but  not  realized,  issues;     decrees: 

Art.  /.—The  period,  within  which  banking  est- 
ablishments or  companies  may  avail  of  the  con- 
cession which  may  lie  or  has  been  granted  them  to 
issue  notes,  is  limited  to  three  months;  such  com- 
panies as  shall  not  issue  within  this  time  an 
equivalent  value  lo  thai  of  their  deposits  will  lose 
lliis  privilege. 

Art.  2. — Contrary  dispositions  arc  revoked.

—The  municipal  council  of  Para  was  formally 
dissolved  on  the.  51I1  insl.  and  a  board  of  5  persons 
nominated  lo  lake  charge  of  municipal  affairs  until 
a  definite  organisation  or  the  stale. 

—0  Pais  an  Ihe  28th  hears  lhal  the  lirazileira 
company  has  sent  in  a  bill  against  the  government 
for  160,000$  for  trnnsporling  ihe  ex-Imperial  family 
lo  Lisbon,  by  ils  steamer  Alagdas. 

— Ex-Senator  Caspar  Silveira  Marlins,  exiled  by 
the  provisional  government,  lefi  for  Europe  by  the 
Ger.  str.  TJssabon  on  ihe  22nd.  Ife  was  escorted 
to  Ilahia  by  a  police  force  under  command  of  a 
captain. 

—The  government  has  purchased  for  630,000$ 
the  residence  ol  the  Mnrque/.a  de  llaniaraty,  011  the 
Rua  Larga  de  S.  Joaqiiirn,  with  all  Ihe  furniture 
and  an  adjoining  building,  to  serve  as  the  official 
residence  of  the  Chief  of  Slate. 

--The  Jornaldo  Commercio  on  Ihe  261I1  mentions 
the  report  lhal  the  court-martial  formed  lo  try  ihe 
commandant  of  the  2nd  artillery,  will  be  a  perma- 
nent commission,  before  which  crimes  under  die 
conspiracy  and  sedition  decree  will  be  carried. 

—On  the  22nd,  in  the  columns  of  tits  Trihuna 
Liberal,  ex-Senator  Lima  Duarlc,  as  a  native  of 
Minas  Geraes,  contradicts  that  clause  in  Sr.  Roy 
Jiarbosa's  telegram  lo  Lisbon  which  says  "thai  the 
candidature  ol  <  )uro  Preto  and  his  son  was  received 
with  contempt. " 


—On  the  24II1  liarao  ile  Unimoiid  was  invited  lo 
headquarters,  hut  when  confronted  by  a  soldier  of 
the  2nd  artillery,  llic  latter  is  said  lo  have  declared 
that  Ihe  baron  did  not  resemble  a  lall,  closely 
shaved  man  who  Induced  his  comrades  lo  mutiny 
on  Ihe  lStli  insl. 

—  It  appears  thai  the  port  admiral  at  Plymouth 
did  not  request  ihceaplain  of  the  Brazilian  corvette 
Ciuuialiara  not  lo  hoist  the  republican  ensign.  He 
merely  asked  thai  no  salute  be  fired,  as  it  could 
not  be  returned,  pending  ihe  recognition  of  the 
republic  by  the  British  government. 

—According  to  the  Diario  Official  of  ihe  23rd 
the  government  wired  the  Brazilian  representative 
in  Lisbon  to  obtain  a  personal  reply  from  the  Em- 
peror as  to  the  5,(100,000$  payment.  The  answer 
was:  "Ex-Emperor  refuses  subsidy  5,000,000$; 
accepts  civil  list  which  by  law  falls  to  him  and  to 
his  family." 

—Si-.  Miguel  de  Lcmos,  leader  of  the  Positivists 
in  Rio,  published  a  protest  on  ihe  26th  ngainsl  ihe 
construction  of  the  conspiracy  decree  as  a  means  of 
restricting  public  opinion.  Thai  over!  acls  of 
military  or  civil  conspiracy  should  he  punished, 
he  agrees  lo;  but  not  to  any  shackling  of  private 
opinion, 

— Sr.  Caudido  de  Carvalho,  nil  ex-uuinicipal 
councillor  and  somewhat  prominent  politician  in 
former  days,  was  confronted  with  a  soldier  of  Ihe 
2nd  artillery  on  the  271I1,  bin  the  latter  could  not 
identify  him  as  Ihe  man  who  had  bribed  Ihe  soldiers 
to  mutiny  on  the  uXth,  although  he  considered 
there  was  a  resemblance. 

—On  the  171I1  the  minister  of  finance  sent  a  tele- 
gram lo  the  Brazilian  representative  in  Puis  con- 
tradicting such  errors  as  that  the  revolution  was 
contrary  to  abolition,  that  a  military  dictatorship 
was  aimed  at,  etc.,  which  have  appeared  in  ihe 
European  press.  The  minister  ol  finance  seems  lo 
be  encroaching  on  the  prerogatives  of  the  foreign 
department,

—The  municipal  authorities  have  ordered  (hat 
the  Santa  Cruz  slrtugh'leF  house  be  lighted  hy 
electricity  to  facilitate  Hie  medical  examination  of 
the  beef,  now  killed  al  night. 

—  Pure  acelic  acid  will  cure  your  corns,  if  you 
have  them,  and  good,  easy  boots  will  prevent  their 
reappearance,  No  charge  for  the  prescription, 
which  is  "annexed"  from  a  nati.ve  colleague. 

•—Col.  Antonio  Germano  de  Aridrade  Pinto,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  commandant  of  the  I2th  cavalry, 
has  been  relieved  of  the  command  of  the  police 
corps  by  Major  Valladao,  who  has  been  serving 
with  the  corps.  , 

—  The  minister  of  war  has  requested  the  Miseri- 
coi'dia  hospital  authorities  to  order  the  contractor 
(or  funerals  to  furnish  ordinary  graves  and  coffins 
for  soldiers  dying  in  garrison  here  upon  requisition 
of  tlie  ndjntant-general  of  the  army. 

—Oil  the  24th  the  minister  of  interior  returns  to 
the  charge  and  insists  that  the  department  of 
agriculture  should  take  immediate  steps  to  have  an 
express  train  on  the  Central  of  Brazil  railway  to 
bring  the  beef  from  Santa  Cruz  to  the  cily, 

—A  genius  in  Minas  Geraes  has  discovered  that 
Indian  corn  dried  before  grinding  will  produce 
more  and  heller  meal.  He  has  never  heard  of 
"kiln  dried"  meal  perhaps,  and  will  no  doubt  apply 
for  a  patent  in  virtue  of  bis  discovery. 

—Antonio  Carlos  Teixeira,  Brazilian  consul  for 
Holland,  has  been  dismissed,  and  Antonio  AJves 
Msiclindo  de  Audrade  Carvalho,  consul-general  in 
Paris,  is  retired-  Dr.  Manoel  Jose"  ISarbosa,  late 
vice-consul  there,  is  appointed  consul-general  in 
Paris. 

— Letters  have  appeared  at  the  postoffice  here 
with  the  peculiar  stamps  used  for  short  postage, 
which  are  not  sold,  anil  a  sharp  investigation  is 
requisite  as  to  how  these  stamps  came  into  the 
possession  ol  the  public.  Some  one  must  have 
sold  them. 

—Tlie  paintings,  etc.,  at  the  former  Senate  and 
Chandler  are  to  be  sent  to  (lie  Fine  Arts  Academy. 
Two  of  the  paintings  represent  the  proclamation  of 
Brazilian  independence  by  D.  Pedro  I  and  the 
ex-Princess  Imperial  taking  the  oath  as  heiress  to 
the  throne. 

—  It  is  gradually  dawning  on  the  experts  that  the 
only  harbor  improvements  necessary  in  Rio  are  a 
sea-wall  and  wharves  sufficiently  extended  to  reach 
deep  water.  There  is  sense  in  ibis  idea  and  it 
should  be  the  least  expensive,  as  it  certainly  is  the 
most  easily  accomplished . 

— On  tlte  22nd  a  soldier  of  [lie  engineer  battalion 
quartered  at  the  Military  School  while  on  guard 
had  a  quarrel  with  a  comrade,  whom  he  shot,  kill- 
ing hinvinslantly.  He  fled  after  reloading  his  rifle 
and  resisted  arrest.  The  guard  was  ordered  to  fire 
upon  him,  and  he  then  surrendered, 

—On  the  22nd  a  citizen  doctor  held  a  public 
meeting'  to  discuss  the  theme,  "How  one  is  a  re- 
publican," and  upon  finishing  his  lecture  he  pro- 
posed to  form  a  corps  of  vohiuleers  lo  defend, 
when  necessary,  the  honor  of  the  country.  Many 
of  the  spectators  at  once  signed  the  rolls  to  enlisl 
in  the  new  organization. 

— Two  young  gentlemen  suborned  a  lieutenant 
of  police  on  the  24M1,  who  in  turn  intoxicated  two 
policemen  and  instructed  (hem  lo  beat  a  parly  who 
was  under  police  protection  |_!]  against  the  threats 
of  the  aforesaid  two  young  bloods.  The  lien  tenant 
and  policemen  are  likely  to  hear  more  of  the  bus- 
iness, lor  Hie  authorities  have  interfered,

14  of  the  men  were  seriously  hurt,  5  being  senl  011 
■stretchers  to  Ihe  hospital.  A  surgeon  was  prompt- 
ly on  band,  but  could  do  hllle,  as  there  is  no 
apothecary's  establishment  on  the  island,  where  a 
■large  number  of  sailors  and  workmen  are  con- 
stantly al  work  and  accident-,  likely  to  occur.

—  Il  is  gradually  coming  out  that  the  report  of 
the  Argentine  reporter  who  came  up  here  to  be 
the  first  to  join  in  the  joys  of  the  Brazilian  repub- 
lic, caused  Sr.  Silveira  Martins'  exile.  The  sharer 
in  the  joys,  etc.,  wrote  his  journal,  giving  par- 
ticulars of  an  interview  will)  Silveira  Martins,  and 
these  sufficed  to  prove  to  the  government  that  he 
was  a  fire-brand. 

—  Decree  No.  05  A,  dated  on  December  l6lll, 
gives  a  new  regulation  to  lotteries  and  prohibits 
the  sale  of  tickets  of  state  lotteries  until  those 
destined  by  the  general  government  for  the  benefil 
of  various  charitable  institutions,  are  drawn.  To 
facilitate  the  public  investing  spare  cash  in  these 
charitable  lotteries,  the  treasurers  must  open  at 
least  12  agencies  in  the  cily  where  tickets  may  be 
bought  free  of  commission. 

— Sr.  Rayinundo  T.  Mendes,  a  disciple  of  Comte, 
was  suspicious  that  his  proximity  lo  llie  person  of 
the  minister  of  agriculture  was  politically  deleteri- 
ous to  tlie  latter,  and  handed  in  his  resignation  on 
17th  bichal,  101  (December  19th,  1889).  The 
minister  accepted  tlie  resignation,  thanking  Sr. 
Mendes  for  his  able  assistance  while  on  duly. 
Sr.  Mendes  is  popularly  charged  with  inventing 
the  republican  Brazilian  Hag.

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  notified  the 
Treasury  that  he  will  assume  for  1890  Ihe  budgets 
now  in  vigor,  less  any  deductions  that  can  be 
secured,

collected  at  the  point  of  shipment.  Besides  these 
duties  the  company  is  obliged  lo  pay  2$  per  ton  lo 
the  Treasury. 

— The  Banco  das  Classes  Laboriosas  was  organ 
ized  on  the  23rd  by  the  election  of  His.  Francisco 
Ramos  Paz,  Francisco  Alvai'o  de  Queiroz  Nogueirn 
ami  Adolpho  Schmidt  as  directors.  The  capital  ol 
the  bank  is  3,000,000$  in  50$  shares,  ol  wind: 
300,000$  has  been  paid  up.

— A  company  has  been  organized  in  Sao  Paul 
under  the  lille  "Conipanhia  Telephonica  do  Estado 
de  S.  Paulo,"  for  Lhe  acquisition  and  working  of 
existing  privileges  in  that  slate  and  such  olhers  as 
may  lie  hereafler  decided  upon.  The  capital  is 
fixed  at  500,000$,  and  lhe  incorporators  are 
Messrs.  Victor  Nolhniaiiii  &  Co.,  and  Buarque  de 
Maceilo  .V  Co. 

-Some  of  lhe  shareholders  of  lhe  Bank  of 
Brazil,  who  subscribed  for  lhe  new  shares  issued, 
are  asking  lhal  the  contribution  lo  the  reserve  fund, 
40$  per  share,  made  upon  subscription,  be  credited 
as  a  payment  on  capital,  The  demand  is  based  on 
the  impossibility  of  availing  of  the  right  to  issue 
gold  notes,  upon  which  issue  subscriptions  to  lhe 
new  shares  were  ill  some  instances  based.  The 
demand  seems  very  reasonable. 

—The  cily  of  S.  Jose  d'Alem  Parahyba  asks  for 
tenders  for  a  loan  of  40,000$  to  complete  its 
water  supply.  One-half  is  payable  on  signing  the 
contract,  the  balance  one  year  afler  ;  interest  must 
not  exceed  10  per  cent,  and  payment  will  be  made 
al  lhe  rale  of  5,000$  per  annum.

Tbestovodore's  bill  for  one  of  lliese  sleoniers,  with  fuel,  mlioiuits 
to  about  650^ ,  to  which  bad  to  he  added  a  considerable  sum 
for  port  charges  and  ballast,  the  latter  being  secured  at  the 
rate  of  4s.  sta.  per  ton.  Sailing  vessels,  of  which  a  number 
have  gone  out  from  Glasgow  lately,  with  cast-iron  pipes, 
etc.,  have  been  discharged  for  3s.  per  ton,  but  seem  to 
have  met  with  consideiable  delay.

Another  correspon- 
dent, also  ;i  shipowner,  inlorms  us  that  a  year  aj;o  one  of  bis 
vessels  of  1.540  tons  resistor,  discharged  ,n  Rio  l.oieiro,  her 
expenses  being  300/,,  and  that  this  year  a  .-mallei  ship  cosi 
700.  /to  discharge,  or  130  percent,  man.- SJiipfiiug  Gazette
